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JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


[The Jewish Expositor of February, 1817, con- © © 


tains an interesting letter from Eruet Gustavus 
Nietz, dated Lindenburg, near Riga, in Rus. 
sia, Noy. 10, 1816, in answer to one written by 
C. F. Ramfiler, relative to the London Society 


for the Conversion of the Jews<-from which we 
make the following extracts :] ; 


I would first remark on the application 
of the books and tracts, which have been 
sent tome; I have divided the whole inte 
two equal parts, with the exception of sin- 
gle copies, and sent one half to our dear 
friend Willert at Sarepta, to be by him 
applied according to his discretion. Should 
he have removed to the Scotch colony at 
Karas, which I suppose from one of his 
letters, his sphere of action among the 
Jews would have’ been considerably in- 
creased. Ofthe other half I have distri- 
buted much among my Christian friends 
and clergymen, in Courland, and some I 
have still retained, in hopes of succeeding 
to meet, in the provinces of Lithuania and 
Poland, with some persons inclined to pro- 


| mote this cause. The Hebrew Gospels I 


have sent to a clergyman, who is a good 
Hebrew scholar, on the frontiers of Lithue 
ania, whose parish is‘ so situated that he 


| has much opportunity for intercourse with 
| Jews. Ialso showed one copy of it to a 


well educated Jew whom I have known 
for some years. As he expressed much 
p.casure, and a desire to read it, I lent it te 
him, with a view to learn what impression 
it wodld make upon bis mind, and in how 
far it would promote the preparation of his 
heart for believing in our Lord Jesus, 
as the long expected Messiah. Those 
tracts, of which t have only received single 


_ copies, | have put into the hands of a Chris- 


tian friend who understands English, to be 
read and translated by him ; afterwards I 
intend to communicate them also to others, 
who are conversant with the English lan- 
guage, and to gather their sentiments. 
You wish, my dear brother, that I may 
conunue to co-operate’in behalf of our 


| Jewish brethren ; I should do this with mp 


whole heart, did not the experience whic 
I have made for six years in the establish- 
ment of Bible and Tract Societies, in seve-' 
ral provinces of my native country, incline 
me to act with caution. Yet permit me to 
offer the following remarks, which were 
produced by your wish. In the contigu- 
ous provinces of Courland, Lithuania, and 
Poland, Jews:abound, and we certainly do 
not go beyond the mark, when we suppose 
that of the inhabitants of these countries 
the seventh or eighth upon ati average is a 
Jew. The majority of them are extreme- 
ly poor, and their children, especially in 
the c@uutry, are, with ct to mainte- 
nance and education, more neglected than 
slaves, who in their loWést condition have, 
however, proprietors who profess to attend 
to their wants. They have generally si- 
merous families, but scanty means of sub- 
sistence ; and those Jews, who are well 


_ bred and opulent, whose number is compa- 
| tatively small, and who enrich themseives 


by immoral methods, defrauding the rev¢é 
nue, and various illicit occupations, do lit- 
tle or nothing towards the support of the 
former. The poor children of these being 
equally neglected by professing Christians, 
are consequently tetally disregarded. This 
observation, connected with what I read in 
the public papers, that the number of Jews 
in Europe alone amounts to thirteen mil- 
lions, led me to the idea that an institution 
for the education of such poor destitute 
children, of whom there are many thou™ 
sands in these provinces, might prove the 
first means of introducing them and their 
parents to the knowledge of Christianity. 
Three principal points occurred to me on 
the subject, relating to the establishment 
of such a seminary, its support, and the 
method of instruction to be adopted. On © 
the last subject 1 would first make a re- 
mark. Poor as most Jewish families are 
in this empire, and regardiess as they ap- 
pear of genuine Judaism, they w sull

statement of the wishes of the Society, that 
this publication should have a place in eve- 
social library in the Commonwealth — 
the legislature, were requested to call at 
inter’s office, for the copies, designed 
for the several towns; and the Auxiliary 
Societies were also desired to send for the 
twelve copies, to which they were entitled. 
This method was thought, by the Commit- 
tee, the most easy and secure, for effectu- 
ating the intentions of the Society.

The 
small sums, which laboring persons are of- 
ten able to save, have, probably, in many 

cases, been expended foolishly or wicked- 
ly, because too inconsiderable to be invest- 

ed in any safe and productive fund. Such 

an one is now opened ; a considerable pre- 

mium is certain ; and the smallness of the 

sum, which will be received, invites all to 

reserve from folly and vice, whatever can 

be spared, beyond the necessary supply for 
the passing day. One noticeable example 

has occurred, and is wovihy of being men- 
tioned, for the encouragement of others.— 
An individual has made a very considera- 
ble deposit, from the savings of a small 
sum each day, which he had before devoted 
to procuring ardent spirits. 

The Board have, in the past year, re- 
ceived communications from but two of 
the auxiliaries, before established ; and 
also from two, which have been recently 
formed. 

A report from the Board of Counsel, of 
the New-Bedford Auxiliary Society, dated 
30 of 12 month, 1816, contains many im- 
pressive and useful sentiments and obser- 
vations. The following extracts seem pe- 
culiarly pertinent. “ We never indulged 
“the expectation, that, to any very con- 
“ siderable extent, we should be able to 
“ reform those, who had already contract- 
“ed fixed habits of intemperance. While 
“we have cultivated a willingness to do 
“every thing in our power, to aid and 
“ strengthen such in their virtuous resolu- 
“ tions ; we have endeavored to impress 
“ upon the minds of those, who have occa- 
“ sionally partaken to excess, but in whom 
“ the habit is not yet confirmed, the immi- 
* nent hazard, to which they are exposing 
“ themselves, of sacrificing, to a degrading 
“ vice, not only every thing desirable in 
“ life, but all their hopes of a happy im- 
“ mortality. But our views, as to the ulti- 
“ mate success of our Institution, have been 
“ rather prospective. We have aimed, by 
“ disseminating correct ideas, by repre- 
* senting, in their true colors, the unexag- 
“ erated, but awful, consequences of in- 
* temperance, to deter others from adven- 
“turing beyond the confines of sobriety ; 
“ to convince them of the great importance 
“ of guarding against the first temptations 
“to transgress its salutary laws, assured

AGRICULTURAL.

TURNIPS 

Are a productive vegetable and are easily cul- 
tivated. They are suited to all soils excepting 
cool, but more particularly to the sandy loam. 
To raise the best crop and the best Turnips in 
the cheapest way, take a picce of warm sandy 
loam, that is in good heart, swurded, bound, and 
producing but little grass, plough it well, no 
deeper than required to make good work, in June, 
when the grass is of proper growth to rot for 
manure, harrow it immediately after it is plough- 
ed with a light sharp thick teeth; continue to 
harrow as often as once a weck or octasionally

whenever the weeds or grass appear ; never suf- | 
fer any to remain longer than when plainly to be | 


discerned, and thereby a sufficiency of moisture 
is soon accumulated This mode of culture not 
only causes the ground to acquire moisture, but 
enriches it by the seating of the sward, and by 
preventing the growth of any vegetables, and by 
frequently working it, places every foul sced in a 
situation to vegetate, consequently the ground 
will be free from every thing foul, will be rich, 
moist, well pulverized, and in the best possible 
condition when the sexson, requires to receive 
the seed. On such ground Turnips will first ap- 
pear thrifty, will flourish and produce a fine crop, 
without hoeing, they will not be wormy as the 
worms will not bed im such ground, the turnips 
will grow remarkably smooth and handsome, 
principally under the surface and will be large in 
proportion to the teps ; there may be manure ad- 
ded and probably effect a better crop. If the 
manure is coarse or possesses foul seed, plough 
it in. Turnips should be sowed for winter from 
the tenth to the last of July —If they are too 
thick, thin them out when small, and if there be 
any weeds, pull or hoe them out in season, From 
five hundred to twelve hundred busbels is an ex- 
pected crop in this mode of culture per acre. 
Early turnips should be sgwed in drills as it is 
impossible to raise them t® any advantage with- 
out hoeing or weeding. I took a piece of ground 
on which corn had been cultivated the season be- 
fore and in May spread a small coat of manure on 
it and ploughed it in—1 frequently harrowed and
